%.—With 32 coal miners dead 
and with eight in the hospital, 
two of whom are not expected 
torecover, Illinois mine author- 
ities, the Coroner and company 
officials today joined in the in- 
quiry into the explosion, yester- 
day afternoon, in the workings 
of the east mine of the Crerar 
Clinch & Co., near here. 

The explosion is attributed to 
spontaneous combustion of coal 
“damp’’ and dust, from unde- 


termined causes. 

The blast occurred at 2:20 p. m., 
but it was nearly midnight before 
mine rescue workers could pene- 
trate the dense gas fumes to reach

on the 280-foot level. Of 40 men 
working there, 30 bodies had been 
taken out at 30 o'clock this!
